ceedings: (a) The proposed anti-trust proceedings 

should be postponed, without prejudice to the Govern- 
ment for one year, and (b) The Attorney General should 
be directed to negotiate with the company, as a matter 
of urgency, for the elimination of practices deemed to 
be inconsistent with U.3. anti-trust laws, reporting 
back to the NSC on the results of the negotiations 
(NSC Action No. 805) .
